In speaking of the immense opportunity now 
opened to American manufacturing enterprises 
because of the European wars, Goodwin’s Week- 


_ly of Salt Lake has the following interesting 


points to suggest, and the big manufacturing 
plants of Richmond and this bay region will do 
well to look into this matter. It may mean mil- 
lions for them: 

‘“‘One would think that our great manufactur- 
ers and merchants who trade with foreign coun- 
tries would see what is presented to then/ in 
Spanish-America. Brazil and Argentina are em- 
pires of themselves, Germany’s trade with them 
during the past twenty years has made her rich 
and they have but just:awakened into lusty life. 
But their languages are different from ours; their 
business methods are different. To obtain their 
full trade and confidenee, Americans must es- 
tablish business honses there, learn their lan- 
guages and ways; study careftlly what kind of 
goods and wares they want, in what form they 
want them and what they have to give in ex- 
change. 

“Then the government should make possible 
the sending of ships there in regular lines so 
that they may be expected on certain days, and 
this not for a few months. but for a term of 
years. The same is true of Chile ard ali other 
South American states only in less degree. 

“This carried on would in a vear or two fa- 
miliarize Americans with the resources of those 
countries and cause them to see where small in- 
vestments would expand into great enterprises, 
znd thus open new fields for young and capable 
Americans, and would likewise divert the hosts 
of southern Europe who are streaming westward 
from their native countries into regions where 
the soil is cheap and the language and religion 
aecord with their own. 

“‘Our country needs this diversion of trade for 
there are but two ways through which a land 
can obtain the money necessary to be prosper- 
ous. One is through mining the precious metals, 
the other through trade, and were the war in 
Kurope to stop tomorrow, shonld have no 
such market there for many years to came as we 
have had during the past few years. There will 
follow both a strieter economy and a failure to 
purchase en account of the poverty that will fol- 
low the tremendons devastation. 

“In the new lands of the world our country 
should at onee be laying the foundations for a 
vastly increased trade.’’
